The convention of truck farmers held yes- 
terday in Thomasville, was remarkable for its 
good attendance and the earnestness of its 
members, Called together, as it was, for the 
interchange of opinions, the members very 
frankly stated the obstacles which they had 
encountered, and while severe, in some cases, 
upon railroaders and commission men, their 
criticisms will have the effect of correcting 
abuses next year. The result of the delibera- 
tions was that oor retarns, com- 
pared with previous years,. rewarded the 
labor of the present year. The cause for this 
was to be found in the bad seasons, which 
gave aninferior crop, and the shipping of 
much worthless product to the markets.’ That 
all present will increase their acreage next 
year, shows that they see success ahead.' The 
resolutions passed complimentary to THe 
ConstiTurTion are fully appreciated.

THOMASVILLE, September 6.—The Georgia Fruit 
and: Melou Growers’ association met here 
in the city hall at 10 o'clock to-day, 
President W. R. Talley presiding.

The business of the day was opened by the re- 
election of Mr. Talley to the presidency and the 
election of Mr. D. C. Ashley, of Valdosta, as perma” 
ment secretary for the ensuing year. On motion of 
Mr. J. A. Dasher, a committee was eppointed to pre- 
pare a prograinme of business, The chair appointed 
Messrs. J. A. Dasher, A. P, Perham, R. A. Peeples, 
J. R. Forrester, Captain G. R. McCree, and Mr; J. 
M. Callaway. The committee retired to prepare 
its report,and while they were out Mr. Malleit 
moved the apjfointment of an executive committee, 
A short discussion over the matter arose, and action 
Ou it was dcierred until a later hour.

Mr. Dasher went on to relate that how, 
ou the heel of the season, freight was demanded in 
advance by the northern lines, and that, he said, 
wasa breach of faith. He spoke of the facilities 
for handling, and stated that the growers had either 
to have facilities or quit the business. 

Mr. Mallettle stated that he had had the same ex” 
perience with the stealing that he had. The 
cinnati Southern cars were broken into, yet they 
were the best cars, On one occasion he had been 
charged {$129.80 freight, when the rate was only 
$103 50. Hecould get no return, and mentioned 
that sort of thing as one of the abuses that would 
have to be corrected. He objected tothe unlocked 
cars, and said that the growers should demand 
locked cars, He said that under 
the present arrangement, melons are shipped at 
the shippers count, and there is no recovery for the 
Stealage on the way. Hesaid the melon pusiness 
was the largest sort of thing for the roads, and they 
could afford to encourage and foster it, and to ac- 
commodate the growers. 

Mr. T. J. Stephens said that he had shipped to 
Various iowns. Somehad paid and some had not. 
In speaking of the stealage he said that a car would 
be robbed of 100 to 200 melons by the time it reach- 
ed Atlanta. He stated he had made 
this year about $100 on sixteen 
acres of melons and that he had lost five car loads 
that he had shipped. He had made a little on cab- 
bage, anda little on cucumbers, but nothing on po- 
tatoes. He also recited many instances of stealing

A GOOD SUGGESTION, | 
r. Callaway, of Mitchell county, favored having 
a general distributing agent in Atlanta, such as Mr.

A SATISFIED TRUCKER. 

Mr, John’ Brooks, of Quitman, was called on to 
relate his experience, He said that he did not have 
much experi nce to,relate. He had no complaints 
to make against the railroads and the commission 
men. He had seen melons packed in the cars that 
would be broken, and the cars leaking before they 
left the shipping station. A great many 
men hire; their melons packed, and _ thus 
it happens; that they are badiy packed, 
He had seen melons. shipped _ that 
worthless, and he was not surprised that the ship- 
per secured nothing forthem. He had always real- 
ized a good profit on his melons because he always 
sold only fine ones. He thought the shippers were 
at faultina great many instances. He wasin favor 
of guaranteeing the freights. He gave some inter- 
esting figures to show that while poor melons glut 
the markets, good ones are neyera drug. His idea 
was not totry to raise more than oneortwo hun- 
dred melons on an acre. On thesubject of manures, 
he said, home made manures were the best for 
watermelons. He concluded by saying he had made 
money on melons’ and had no complaint to make. 
He said-he felt 160 per 
next year’s crop. 

Mr. Sanfoid related that the hucksters of the 
northern cities had combined to con- 
trol the market, and something would have to 
be done on that score. They buy up the melons 
and refuse to buy more until they have sold out at 
rather exorbitant raies. 

WOULD CROSS THE OCEAN, 

Dr. Coon favored chartering three steamships and 
turning some of the melons into London and Liv- 
erpol and Paris. Each ship would carry 100,000 
meions, aud it would take three weeks to go there 
and back. He thought that a market would be 
found, and the melons would be landed in a more 
satisfactory condition. The meeting then adjourned, 
and the members proceeded to the Gulf house for 
dinner.

M. Brown, of the Western and Atlantic road, made 
an interesting talk. He said it was impossible to for- 
ward the cars by passenger trains.

WILL QUINTUPLE HIS WORK. 

Dasher of

melons and Irish potatves, I - realized 
returns for both. I sold thirty: five 
carsof melons at $70 per car, 1000 on melons. I did 
not plant any other truck. I have made prepara- 
tiors to plant two hundred acres next season, and 
expect to realize over five times as much money. 
The want of proper distribution and the worst sea- 
sous we have efer had, has caused a poor yield and 
a consequent falling off in profits. With such an 
uufavorable season asthe one just closed, we could 
not unreasovably expect the result to be better 
charges. Our farmers will secure handsome and 
satisfactory returns another year. I ain satisfied 
the enterprise is a paying one, and I shall continue 
to engage in it.’’ 

G, R. MeCree gives the following: ‘‘The cry that 
the truck business has proven a failure, has no 
foundation whatever in fact. True, several parties 
without experience went! into, the enterprise, ex- 
pecting to realize fancy profits. Of course, they 
were disappointed. My profit for this year will not 
compare with the past season, but this is due to the 
unprecedented bad seasons and other potent causes. 
Ihave the greatest faith in the future of this in- 
dustry, and will continue to giveit mytime. The 
break had to come at some time and just as well 
this year as another. I am confident this year’s ex- 
perience will have beneficial effect. My potatoes 
brought me about eight dollars, and this is the worst 
season I have ever contended with. Of course the 
poor seasons caused an inferior yield. 

A CAUFE OF SURPRISE. 

‘You would be surprised to hear the amount of 
worthless stuff shipped this year. The only sur 
prise to me is that shippers expected anything at 
all. Ishali plant cucumbers, melons, and per- 
haps other truck next season. With ordinary sea- 
eons, aid a -duction of ireight, planters will raise 
better stuff, and shippers will send only the best of 
the cropto market.

A Detective Follows a Silent Trail for Twenty-tour

Not many nths_ af- 
ier these facts bad been posted at the Atlanta 
city prison where they caime under the 
servation of the entire police force, Station- 
house Keeper buchanan, in locating one of 
the fugitive, but a careful solution of the 
question developed the factthat he woman 
he bad located was Frances Randolph. Know- 
ing that Rose would hear ofthe arrest if it 
were mae and get further away, Mr. Buc- 
hanan decided to wait awhile, hoping tha: by 
so doing he would be able. to. gather 
them both. From _ time to time 
he sought Frances Randolph's abode and ber 
residence- was always known to the officer. 
Several months ago Mr. Buchanan ascer ained 
that the woman he had spotted was in the 
habit of spending one night of each week 
away from berhome. believing these nights 
Were spent with her daughter the officer de- 
cided to fathom the Several efforts to 
shadow her were useless, but on Sunday night 
last he was successfulin foliowing the 
woman to ber place of destination. The next 
day, arrayed as a countryman with produce 
to sell, the officer visited the bouse to which 
he had followed Frances and then found the 
object of his two year’s. search. Not 
thinking an arrest just then advisable, the 
supposed vender of peas and beans took his 
departure. On Wednesday night he 
tained thatthe old womun had again gone to 
her daughter's home. That was just what he 
wanted. They were both vogetber and that 
was his chance to “do” the last ‘scene uf the 
last act ofthe story. Quietly he wentto Rose 
Randolph’s home, and with little or no 
trouble succeeded in arresting the mother and 
daughter. He experienced no trouble in get- 
ting them to the stationhouse, where the y re- 
mained until yesterday when Sheriff Coryell 

came for them, and carried them back to 
Marietta where the y were safely jailed, 

In‘ the fal] of 1881 Rose Randolph gave birth 
toacnhild, The babe was soon. dead and an 
investigation of the case developed foul play. 
The women became frightened at the investi- 
gation and before they could be arrested they 
Hed. In November true biils charging them 
with infanticide were returned by the grand 
jury.
